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Four of six holy days may be dropped

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
thinks his fellow U.S. bishops will 
approve a proposal dropping or 
moving to the nearest Sunday four of 
the six holy days of obligation 
observed in this country. 


_ The plan, developed by the U.S. 
bishops’ Committee on the Liturgy 
and mailed to them in mid-May, calls 
for retention of only Christmas and 
the feast of the Immaculate 
Conception as holy days of obligation 
in the U-S. 


THE OTHER FOUR U.S. holy days — 
the solemnity of Mary the Mother of 
God on Jan. 1, Ascension Thursday, 
the feast of the Assumption on Aug. 
15, and All Saints’ Day Nov. 1 — would 
no-longer be days of potetory Mass 
attendance. 


The proposal currently is in the 
form of a survey of the U.S. bishops’ 
opinions on each of the current six 
holy days. The bishops are being 
asked to return their comments by 
June 15, 


The - proposed change ‘may be 


‘brought for a formal vote at a future 
. bishops’ meeting before going to the 
Vatican for final approval. 


“WE HAVE MORE holy days. of 
obligation than most countries,” 
Bishop Maher said, adding that some 
countries have different holy days 
than the U.S. Mexico, for_instance, 
has three—Christmas, New Year's 
and Our Lady of Guadalupe, while 
Canada has only two, Christmas and 
the Immaculate Conception. 


The bishops are following the lead 
of other countries that have 
eliminated ~several holy days of 
obligation*in dealing with. the pastoral 
problems related to them, Bishop 
Maher said. 


It is “more difficult for families to 


fulfill their Mass obligations on holy 


days because of transportation 
difficulties, gas rationing aad the 
like,” the bishop said. 


ALSO, HE SAID, the bishops want to 
overcome some of the confusion as to 
when to attend Mass when holy days 
and Sundays are bagk to back. 


Bishop, Maher expects that the 
Immaculate Conception feast day will 
remain a holy day ofcobligation, but 
will be celebrated on a fixed day in the 
week, such as the first Wednesday in 
December, as-proposed by the 


committee. The feast day is currently 
observed on Dec. 8 and at times is 


back to back to Sunday.

First Cuban refugee 


Prayers of a local parishioner were 
answered when her aunt, a Cuban 
refugee, arrived in San Diego. A 
diocesan-sponsored center will help 
resettle about 100 refugees here. 
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Because Mary, under the title of Our 
Lady of the Immaculate Conception, 
is’ the national patroness of the 


Catholic Church in the U.S., the: 


committee recommended that the 
feast of the Immaculate Conception 
be retained as the only Marian holy 
day of obligation for this country. 


THE LITURGY COMMITTEE’S 
proposals also state that the 


Ascension could be moved to the- 


seventh Sunday of the Easter season 
rather than be celebrated on 


“Ascension Thursday” to give the 


feast a more proper observance. 


The committee explained that the 
proposal was not intended to reduce 
religious devotion or practice but 
merely to address realistically “the 
pastoral problem which has emerged 
in these times.” 


The committee also urged U.S. 
dioceses to give greater attention to 
the celebration of feasts of local 
significance. 

Father Gerard O'Donnell, director of 
the San Diego diocesan Office for 


Liturgy and Prayer, said the feasts of | 
~ St. Joseph, the diocese’s patronsaint, 

and St. Didacus could be emphasized 
in this diocese with well-planned. 


parish liturgies. 


“BUT MAYBE ONE festive celebra- 
tion—anticipating the feast or on the 
actual day —that people would want 
to come to might be an answer,” he 
said. 


One such feast day that already has: 
great local significance and is 
celebrated by a special liturgy 
attended by thousands is Our Lady of 
Guadalupe, usually on the Sunday 
preceding the feast day (Dec. 12). 


“In this country, holy days have lost 
their significance because they are 
not holidays,” Father O’Donnell said. 


HOLY DAYS originated from the 
Middle Ages, when in most European 
societies the serfs, slaves of the 
feudal system, only had a break on 
Sunday, he observed. 


So to give them more days off, the 
church designated days besides the 
Lord’s sabbath to observe as a holy 
day of obligation, he explained, 
adding that these days were on those 
church feasts popular to the local 
people. 

“Holy days should not only be seen 
as marking significant events in 
salvation history, but as a way of 
marking time—‘there are only 20 
days to go to...’,” Father O’Donnell 
said.

“We really need holy/holi-days. If 
the church does away with holy days, 
the only thing we have to mark time 
with are secular holidays. Our church 
would be poorer for suppressing holy 
days,” he said. 


“An alternative to — suppressing 
them altogether would be to do away 
with the obligation, but to celebrate 
the feasts in such a way that people 
would be excited about coming to 
church that day. 


“ANOTHER ALTERNATIVE would be 
moving holy days to the nearest 
Sunday, but this would destroy the 
continuity of the church calendar.

‘NO’ ON PROPOSITION 9—The San Diego County 
Ecumenical Conference's directors recommended a “no” 
vote on Proposition 9 because “it raises doubts in the 
minds of many of our church constituents about its effect 
on those governmental services so important in sustaining 
the quality of life of seniors, the handicapped, poor and 
oppressed.” 


WASHINGTON FOR JESUS—A family from the San 
Diego diocese recently joined about 500,000 other 
marchers in Washington in calling attention to the need for 
righteousness and respect for God in government. Ann, 
Tina, Faye, Helen and Lquise Tremble reported the march 
was a “moving experience” and was carried out orderly 
and peacefully. 


QUEBEC BISHOPS NEUTRAL — The Catholic bishops of 
Quebec took no position on the historic referendum in 
which the people of the predominantly French-speaking 
province decisively voted May 20 to remain within the 
Canadian federation. The bishops did, however, 
encourage informal activities about the issues involved. 


PRIEST ON DEATH LIST —Missionhurst Father Walter 
Voordeckers, machinegunned by assailants at his parish 
in Guatemala, was on the death list of the Secret Anti- 
Communist Army (ESA, after its Spanish initials), church 
sources said. Members of ESA, a rightist paramilitary 
group, painted signs on the walls calling the priest and his 
lay assistants coinmunists. 


AID REFUGEES, PEOPLE TOLD— Bishop Frederick W. 
Freking of La Crosse has called on the people of his 
diocese to aid Cuban refugees to be housed at Fort McCoy, 
about 35 miles from La Crosse. Fort McCoy is to be used to 
shelter and process refugees once other centers have 
been filled. 


COLLEGE MAY LOSE SPORT FUNDS — lona College, a 
small Catholic institution in New Rochelle, N.Y., whose 
basketball team posted a 29-5 record and competed in 
NCAA championships, may forfeit that success and lose 
about $100,000 in basketball revenue. One of its stars may 
have violated NCAA rules and the team thus may forfeit the 
games it played. 


SMALL. FAMILY FARMS SUPPORTED—A group of 
church leaders of various faiths concerned about U.S. food 
policy-has urged support of a farm plan to save small and 
moderate-sized family farms from extinction. One of the 
signers of the statement, developed by the Interreligious 
Task Force on U.S. Food Policy, is Bishop Lawrence J. 
. McNamara of Grand Island, Neb., president of the 
National Catholic Rural Life Conference. : 


PARTY POLITICS EXCLUDED—Twenty-one bishops 
from six Latin American nations decided in Nicaragua that 
evangelization includes working for the common good of 
society but excludes party politics.

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STRICTER MARRIAGE POLICY OKAYED — The Steuben- 
ville, Ohio, diocese has introduced a marriage preparation 
policy which requires priests to determine whether a 
couple desiring to marry practice their faith and have 
sufficient maturity to make a life-long commitment. The 
policy becomes effective Sept. 1. 

CHD APPEAL TO TOP $8 MILLION — Contributions tothe 
November 1979 appeal for the Campaign for Human 
Development (CHD), 
domestic anti-poverty program, are expected to reach 
$8,772,274, the most successful effort in the campaign's 
10-year history. 

BISHOPS ENCOURAGE VOTING — Peru Catholic 
bishops encouraged citizens to vote in the nation’s first 
presidential elections in 17 years and defined some of the 
social issues facing the country, but said the church 
should stay out of partisan politics. 


GOVERNMENT OPPOSITION. GOOD— “Responsible 
opposition” to government and church policies can assist 
nation and church, Msgr. George G. Higgins, secretary for 
special concerns, U.S. Catholic Conference, told 
graduates at the Catholic University of America. He said 
that America is better off now than in the past because 
people question, criticize, challenge and oppose 
government policy. 


‘NEW APPRECIATION OF JEWS’ — A curriculum guide to 
help Catholic school teachers provide a “new appreciation 
of Jews and Judaism” has been published jointly by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops and the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B'rith. 


COURT WARNS ON DEATH PENALTY — The Supreme 
Court, while reaffirming its approval of capital 
punishment, has again warned states that such a penalty 
must be applied with strict evenhandedness. In a 6-3 
decision, it overturned the death sentence of a Georgia 
man because the court said evenhandedness had not 
been shown. 

TELETHON RAISES $600,000 —A nationwide telethon 
sponsored by the Spanish International Network to aid the 
latest wave of Cuban refugees has raised more than 
$600,000. Pledges on May 3 totalled $2.5 million and 
within two weeks about $613,000 had been received. 
Donations from the fund include those to the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, $100,000; Miami’s Catholic Service Bureau, 
$50,000, and the Christian Community Service Agency, 
$50,000. 

DETAINED PRIESTS RESTRICTED — Vietnamese 
Catholics feel threatened by the detention of Catholic 
priests in overcrowded re-education camps, according to 
an Irish lawyer who visited several of the camps. The 
priests detained are not allowed to say Mass or have a 
crucifix or rosary, and no chaplains can visit the camps, 
Dermot Kinlen reported. 


FOUNDER'S DEATH COMMEMORATED — Missionaries 
of St. Charles-Scalabrinians will celebrate June 1 the 75th 
anniversary of the death of their founder, Bishop John 
Baptist Scalabrini of Piacenza, Italy. The international 
congregation of priests and brothers Bishop Scalabrini 
established in 1887 serves migrant and refugee people in 
20 nations. He also influenced St. Frances Xavier Cabrini’s 
work in America. Suggestions he made to Vatican officials 
were adopted years later during the pontificates of Popes 
Pius XII, John XXIIl and Paul VI.

PRAYER CITED IN DIALOGUE — Prayer is an essential ~ 
element of Catholic life and an important aspect of 
dialogue with non-Christians, Pope John Paul II told 19 
Japanese bishops. 


“In this contemplative aspect of the church's life in 
Japan is there not an excellent element of dialogue with 
your non-Christian brethren, who in their own ancient 
traditions have given a place of prominence to 
contemplation?” he asked. “This is a special moment of 
ecclesial unity. You. come as pastors of the church in 
Japan, bringing with you the hopes and joys, the 
challenges and. problems of your Catholic people.” 

KUNG’S CENSURE AFFIRMED — The Vatican censure of - 
Father Hans Kung resulted from the church's desire to 
protect “a fundamental right of the human person —the 
right to truth,” Pope John Paul told West German bishops. 
In an eight-page letter, the pope strongly affirmed the 
December 1979 censure of Father Kung. 


PAPAL VISIT TO FRANCE —Social justice, Christian 
unity and the need for balance between too-liberal and too- 
conservative interpretations of the Second Vatican 
Council are issues affecting the church as Pope John Paul 
visits France (May 30-June 2). 


The itinerary for the four-day “pastoral visit” looks like a 
miniature version of some of the pope's five other 
international trips. But a major event will take place when 
the pope speaks at the Paris headquarters of the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organization 
(UNESCO). 


‘DUTY TO RETURN TO AFRICA— Recalling his recent 
visit to six African countries, the pope said he considered it 
“my duty” to return to Africa for stops in other nations.

Dr. Author E. Hughes Jr., USD president, 
told graduates, “Our attempt has been and 
will continue to be to provide you and 
generations of students who follow a 


setting for experience in and out of the 


classroom which will assist in developing 


personal value systems upon which future 
decisions are made.” 


Earlier that morning, 302 law students 
received Juris Doctor degrees while three 
became the first at USD to receive a 
Master's of Law degree, a program 
initiated in 1978.

be more concerned with values by which 
they apply their trade than with the 
technical aspects of legal practice. 


“ARE YOU A better person, a more moral 
individual, than you would have been had 
you not gone to law school?” he asked.“‘Do 
you have a sense of commitment to those 
who may need your services the most?” 


Bishop Maher told the law graduates he 
believes “the defense of the dignity of man 
and his rights will be the primary role you 
will play as future members of the bar.” 


Dr. Hughes warned the law graduates of 
a bleak future for public and private higher 
education. 


He said the institutions they have 
attended will need their “commitment to 
sustain the kinds of alternate educational 
opportunities which were available” to 
them.

Cuban refugee’s arrival 
an answer to prayers

SAN DIEGO—Mrs. Antonia Holstein of 
St. Michael parish, Paradise Hills, said 
many prayers were answered when her 
aunt, a Cuban refugee, arrived safely in 
this country last week. 

Her aunt, Juana Maria Soler, 62, the first 
of the current Cuban refugees to reach 
San Diego, is now living with her and her 
husband Bill. 


LAST WEEK Soler. accompanied her 


niecé to the newly opened Cuban Refugee - 


Center in the Catholic Community 
Services building, downtown San Diego, 
where Holstein is one of about 15-20 
volunteers. 


While Holstein answered the telephone, 


‘Soler wrote to relatives and friends in Cuba 


telling them of her safe but precarious 
arrival and warm welcome. 


Soler was not allowed to board a 50-foot 
boat chartered in Florida by Holstein’s 
cousin to pick up relatives in Cuba. 
Instead, a week later she was put on a 
small boat that had to be rescued. 


HOLSTEIN FLEW to Los Angeles airport 
last Friday where she met her aunt and 
returned with her to San Diego. It was the 
first time they had seen each other since 
1956 when Holstein visited Cuba. 


Soler became the first of an expected 
100 Cuban refugees to be resettled in San 


f Diego by the Cuban Refugee Center here. 


Father Douglas Regin, CCS executive 
director, said in setting up the all- 
volunteer refugee center, his agency is 
cooperating with the U.S. Catholic 
Conference and members of the local 
Cuban community to -assist the 
resettlement efforts. 7

He said most of the Cubans to find 
homes here will be “individuals (primarily 
single men) who already have relatives or 
close friends in this country who can assist 
them in their. transition. 


“IT IS ALSO necessary to point out that — 


the incoming immigrants have been 
screened for medical and social problems 
prior to their release for resettlement.” 


In setting up the Cuban Refugee Center 

here, CCS is interested in identifying 

_members of the Cuban community j in the 
area. 


Sergio Mayea, the Givateer director 
of the refugee center, said there are 
about 150 Cuban families, about 700 
people, in and around San Diego. 


THERE ARE three or four families inSan 
Diego who are awaiting the arrival of 
refugee relatives in about 12 to 15 days, he 
said. 


Mayea volunteers at the center from 
8:30 a.m. to about 2:30 p.m. before he 
goes to his regular job from 4 p.m. to 
midnight. He’s working with Father Regin 
in helping the families get their relatives 
here and also seeking sponsors, job 
opportunities, food, clothing and funds for 
the refugees. 


BESIDES sponsors and employers, 
storage facilities for clothing, food and 
household items.and medical personnel 
to volunteer their services as needed are 
being sought by the Cuban Refugee 
Center.

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For the past few weeks, atodd moments, 
I’ve been trying to formulate my judgment 
on the “silencing” of a west coast Jesuit, 
Father Cornelius M. Buckley. 


The silencing seems to have been 
limited to his journalistic comments in a 
column which was published in a couple 
of Catholic papers. The troublesome 
comments involved accusations and 
criticisms directed against institutions 
run by his order. 


MOST OF FATHER Buckley's columns 
left me cold, but that’s one reason why | 
have felt a need to sort out my reactions. 
Had he been a progressive columnist, with 
whom | usually agreed, | would probably 
be protesting about the importance of 
public opinion inthe church, free speech, 
etc. 


My problem: What are the principles 
involved? To what extent do | claim 
principles only for those with whom | 
agree? 


| want to write today about the unspoken 
marriage —the Catholic marriage of long 
duration which has stopped being a 
marriage. In this marriage, partners long 
ago gave up any hope of recapturinga love 
there once was or discovering one there 
never was. 


For reasons of family or church, divorce 
is out of the question for them. Most of 
these individuals live the life described iby 
Thoreau as one of “quiet desperation.” 


A SEVENTY-YEAR-OLD woman. waits 
for her husband to die so she can have 


_ some peace ina union “that hasn't been a 


marriage for 35 years.” 


A man buries himself in his work to 
avoid thinking about his 28-year marriage 
to a woman he can't stand. A 43-year-old 
mother of seven admits to despising her 
smug, abusive, often drunken spouse but 
cannot dissolve the marriage because of 
economic, family, and religious reasons. 
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First, the silencing did not come from 
the church authorities which controlled 
the publications. The publications 
themselves seemed perfectly willing to 
allow the writer to express his opinions. 


THE AUTHORITY CAME from the 


religious community to which the priest : 


had voluntarily offered his obedience, the 
surrender of his freedom of choice. 


| recognize that my own religious 
superiors have that authority over me. 
(There could be extreme situations in 
which other.demands on my conscience 
would be even more urgent than my vow of 
obedience. However, | would not make 
such a decision without testing my 
perception against the judgment of 
spiritual advisors; it’s too easy to delude 
yourself.) 


But, granting the authority of the 
superiors, should the provincial exercise it 
in such a situation? Would | do so if | were 
in his position? 


“He hits me and | offerit up,” she says with 
a cynical smile. 


Why write about these marriages? 
Because we.tend to presume that 
marriages are either happy, dissolved, or 
in need of enrichment. We haven't 
acknowledged those in whichpartners live 
a life of misery and which no marriage 
enrichment weekend is going to help. 


"VE BEEN AWARE of many of these sad 
marriages through reader mail for a long 
time but the idea to write about them 
came from my friend, Fr. John Bluett of 
the Orlando, Fla. diocese who told me that 
when he announced in late December that 
there would be renewal of wedding vows at 
Mass the following Sunday, several 
parishioners confided to him that they 
couldn't be put in a position of renewing 
their vows to one another. After listening to 
them, he decided to preach on the 
subject. We are indebted to him for these 
words: 
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SOME OF THE CRITICISMS of Father 
Buckley's columns claimed .that he 
distorted facts, that he was inaccurate. 
Certainly his published opinions were 
contributing to dissension within his 
religious community. They probably were 
doing harm to these institutions run by the 
Jesuits. (He undoubtedly believed that the 
institutions would be served by a change 
in the situations he criticized.) 


If true, all these matters are legitimate 
concerns for the provincial. But do they 
offset the value we associate with freedom 
of expression in a society? 


Well, freedom of expression is based on 
the assumption that in the public 
exchange there is a likelihood that: truth 
will emerge. At times, the system breaks 
down. 


IT BREAKS DOWN when one person’s 
rhetorical skills simply outmatch his 
critics, regardless of facts; or when 
knowledgeable, competent people are 


“| have always felt our divorced persons 
were the most hurting group | had ever 
worked with. | am now inclined to believe 
that those who are living in marriage 
situations where there is no love have a 
more difficult cross to bear. What we so 
often see on the outside surface is not 
what is going on inside. 


“It never occurs to us that they feel like 
they are living a lie, struggling beyond 
belief with their relationship. And they 
keep it well hidden from each other, their 
friends, and the world at large. For many, 
their kind of situation is a living hell. 


“WHILE THERE IS MUCH _ rightful 
understanding and support of those who 
are divorced, staying in a painful and often 
futile relationship can be a much greater 
struggle than being divorced. Yet, all too 
often we-do not even give token support to 
these people. In fact, for the most part, | 
don’t think we are even aware of their

unwilling to engage in unpleasant public 
exchange with a Sharp-tongued adversary; 
or when editors are not sufficiently careful 
in making sure that facts alleged are facts 
in reality. 


Still, suppression of criticism rarely 
solves the problem of dissent. The 
differences of opinion remain, fester, 
spread poison through the community, 


_particularly if the exercise of authority is 


perceived as biased. 


MY OWN OPINION is that many of our 
Catholic publications contribute to the 
problem by reluctance to present 
criticism in an appropriate way, by 
insensitivity in seeking out the dissenting 
opinion which exists, by failure to examine 
independently the facts which are in 
dispute. 

Most of all, they have a responsibility to 
use the editorial function to sort out the 
basic issues, cool off the rhetoric, 
and encourage civility in discussion.

Everyone has his or her own image of 
God.

Q: How come priests still aren't obeying 
the pope’s order that they should dress as 
priests? 


A: Some press releases— never 
authoritative and often incorrect— have 
indicated that the pope has commanded 
all clerics to wear clerical garb.

the idea of Christ i is much more accessible 
to us than the intensely Beraovtal 
immensity of the Father. 


And if we see him afflicted by ayes and 
indifference, rejected and ridiculed, 
perhaps that is because in the small 
honest corners of our hearts, we know that 
is still how he is treated by his people. And 
by each of us at one time or another. And 
maybe because here is the one lesson we 
find so hard to learn. 


LOVE YOUR ENEMIES, do good to those 
who persecute you is an admonition that 
goes very much against the human grain! 
But that must be the way along which 
salvation lies and, subconsciously, we 
know it very well. And so, in times of 
deepest prayer, God will nudge us into 
reality and send a tremor through all the 
arrogance or complacency or egocentrici- 
ty in which we approach him by his loving 
reminder. 


When that happens and the presence of 
Christ becomes very real for a moment, it 
will probably not be because we are very 
holy — although it may be—but because 
we happened to need to be reminded or 


which sets him apart and which sends him 
out in the name of God to God’s followers 
and to all the world. 


“Now how is it possible to deny the 


_ evidence? In the eyes of the faithful and in 


the very conscience of the priest the 


significance of the ‘sacraments of faith’ is’ 
steadily degraded when a priest. is.

minister of them. 


“These sacraments include Penance, 
Anointing of the Sick, and, above all, the 
Holy Eucharist. Often the situation ends 
with the priest not even using the 
prescribed liturgical vestments. If this 
trend is thought to be inevitable the end is 
disastrous and fatal...” 


The important words in the paragraph 
are: “when he is minister of them.” So the 
directive refers to a priest being 
liturgically dressed when he is administer- 
ing a sacrament and therefore does not 
touch upon clerical clothing in general.

The first reading sets the tone 
beautifully for our argument. It is a 
description of Wisdom. For ancient Israel 
Wisdom was one of the-most important 
attributes of God. So profoundly did Israel 
conceive this divine Wisdom that she.

Wisdom is described as a Person who does 
the bidding of God in all of creation. 


AFTER PORTRAYING the magnificence 
of the heavens, the skies, the earth, the 
waters, Wisdom speaks in these words: 
“Then was | beside him as his 
craftsman...” It was Wisdom that had 
guided the Lord’s hand, as it were, in all 
His works, providing the grand plan for 
nature’s stunning beauty. 


But, then, at the end of the passage we 
read, “...and | found delight in the sons of 
men.” It is as though Wisdom were saying 
to us, “While all these other works are truly 
great and worthy of praise, what | really 
want is to be with you. | am on your side!” . 


Both St. Paul and the church see

nudged at that time. It may be that we are 
losing faith in our own abilities; maybe 
losing a little of our faith in God’s help and 
direction.

Wisdom here as a prefiguring of Jesus 
Christ. In his letter to the Colossians Paul 
describes the Christ in much the same 
way as Wisdom is described (1:15-20). It 
is a hymn to the cosmic Lord in whom and 
for whom all things are created. And this 
cosmic Lord is ultimately, like Wisdom, 
“for us.” He is “on our side.” 


THAT IS WHAT PAUL says quite 
explicitly in the second reading.

The Spirit is a 
gift of God’s love to us. And since a gift, by 
nature, does not ask for credentials, we

Vatican calls halt to liturgical abuses 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Vatican Congregation for the 
Sacraments and Divine Worship has called for a halt to 
“varied and frequent abuses” in the eucharistic liturgy 
being reported from various parts of the Catholic world. 


Although it praised some results of liturgical reform, the 
congregation listed the following among abuses which 
have been reported: 


@ The joining by the laity in the recitation of the 
eucharistic prayer; 


@ Homilies given by lay people; 


@ The distribution of Communion by lay people while 
priests refrain from doing so; 


@ The use of non-scriptural texts in the Liturgy of the 


Word; 
@ The use of unauthorized eucharistic prayers; 


@ The “manipulation of the liturgical texts for social and 
political ends”; 


® The abandonment of liturgical vestments; 


@ The celebration of Mass outside church without real 
need. 


The Vatican congregation further said that women are 
not permitted to act as altar servers, although they may be 
lectors, or readers, for the scriptural readings and may 
proclaim the intentions for the prayer of the faithful before 
the Offertory. ‘ 


The Congregation for the Sacraments and_ Divine 
Worship. issued its directives in an Instruction on Certain 
Norms Concerning Worship of the Eucharistic Mystery, 
called “In Aestimabile Donum” (On the Valuable Gift), 
from the first words of its Latin text. 

Pope John Paul Il approved the document April 17 and it 
was issued by the Vatican May 23. 

It was a follow-up to the pope’s letter to the bishops of the 
world this past Holy Thursday on “The Mystery and 
Worship of the Holy Eucharist.”

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Tuition payment plan boosts 
Catholic schools’ revenue 


ALBANY, N.Y. (NC)—An_ innovative 
tuition plan becoming popular in Albany 
diocesan parochial schools has enabled 
some schools to boost their revenue by 
$20,000 in a year. 


The Fair Share Tuition Plan, in which 
parents pay as much of the actual 
cost of their children’s education as they 
possibly can, will be used in 27 of the 60 
diocesan elementary schools next 
September. 


THE PROGRAM calls for each family to 
look at the actual cost of educating their 
children and to decide how much of that 
cost they can assume. They then meet 
with the school principal to state what they 
can pay each month in tuition. There is no 
pressure; parents do not divulge personal 
information such as income, mortgage 
payments or rent, and what they say is 
confidential. 


Actual per-pupil costs in diocesan 
elementary schools this year ranged from 
a low of $279 at Immaculate Conception 
school in Watervliet to a high of $764 at St. 
Margaret Mary school in Albany. Neither 
school uses the plan. 


Mercy Sister Patricia Houlihan 
implemented the plan, which originated in 


Colorado, at Holy Cross school in Albany in

Holy Cross, the school’s tuition revenue 
was $45,850, Sister Houlihan said. This 
year it was $63,000. Per-pupil cost at Holy 
Cross is $540 and 38 parents pay that 
amount. 


The chief reason for the success of the 
program,: principals say, is that parents 
now know exactly how much it costs to 
educate their’ children. “We never told 
parents actual costs before,” Sister 
Houlihan said. “We found that once they 
knew they were willing to pay as much as 
they could of what it cost to educate their 
own children.” 

The point of paying for your own is 
significant, she said. “Parents do not want 
to pay for someone else’s child, nor do 
they want to feel that someone else is 
paying for their child.” 


SISTER HOULIHAN said she thought 
the program worked because Bethe are 
basically honest. 


“How much they pay varies from year to 
year,” she said. “Each year they make their 
own decision on their present circum- 
stances. When a child graduates from 
college, for example, parents have fewer 
expenses- and so can increase their 
tuition. But when a child graduates from 
here and goes to highschool, parents 
sometimes decrease tuition because 
they’ve got greater expenses.”

Book Review 


AN AMERICAN CHURCH edited by David 
J. Alvarez. St.’ Mary's College Press, . 
Moraga, CA. 189 pages, $5 pb. 


The Catholic Church in North America 
was over a century old when the first 
Protestants arrived to colonize New 
England. There were Catholic universities, 
printing presses and saints before English 
was ever heard on this continent. 


The church in the United States traces 
itself proudly to the people of Maryland 
but until after the American Revolution, it 
was‘a tiny minority movement. 


EVEN WITH freedom of religion 
guaranteed by the Bill of Rights, the’ 
church struggled to maintain itself until 
the great waves of immigrants arrived in 
the second half of the 19th century. 


In this book, “An American Church,” the 
authors study the Americanization of the 
church in the United States as it grew into 
a major religious force. Seventeen experts 
in the fields of religious history and 
sociology wrote these essays as part of a 
conference held at St. Mary’s College of 
California in 1978. 


The question was posed: how does a 
major European institution translate itself 
into the American experiment? Could it be 
true to its centuries-old customs, its. 
ageless truths, and still flourish in the 
middle of American freedom? 


‘An American Church’ 


By Father Charles Dollen 


THESE AUTHORS obviously feel that the 
church did quite well in making the 


_ transition. It wasn’t always easy and there 


were forces both within and outside the 
church that tried to defeat it. 


The story is told through the works and 
successes of people and _ institutions. 
Among the clergymen portrayed are 
Bishop John: Lancaster Spaulding, 
Cardinal Mundelin and: Archbishop 
Ireland. Two essays cover the epic 
struggle between Archbishop Ireland and 
Bishop Bernard McQuaid over the shape 
of Catholic education in this country.. 


Several important laymen are also 
discussed. These include Orestes 
Brownson, George Shuster and Frederick 
Joseph Kinsmen. Ethnic groups, such as 
the Irish and the Negro are also discussed 
as well as the work of the National Catholic 
Rural Life Conference. é 


THE AMERICAN CHURCH has tried to 
keep the best of both worlds, its apostolic 
and European roots flourishing in an 
American world. So successful has this 
been that a few years ago Pope Paul VI 
could tell the bishops of black Africa that 
they must “Africanize” their churches.
